It's a resistor (don't use a short because you will won't get anything 
coupled from primary to secondary).

A number of replies have advised using a normal Potter & Brumfeld type relay 
will work FB, and that's the quick and easy solution for this application. 


But being a true boatanchorist curiosity got the best of me and the Dow-key 


is in parts on the bench. Inside the solenoid "can" is a clear potting 
compound, likely epoxy, with a submerged diode connected to each pin. 
(Cathodes facing away from pins and joined.) Under the diodes is a black 
washerlike thing that prevents seeing what's further down. There are a 
couple of connections from the pins, and the diode cathode join, that 
disappear under the black washer thing. My guess is that there's two more 
diodes not visible and they form the other part of a full wave rectifier 
that supplies DC to the coil part of the solenoid. 


So does anyone have a schematic or know what the circuit is?

With a lot work the coil is removed from the casing. The back to back 
diodes were not rectfiers but look like spike protection, there was no 
connection to the midpoint, only the two cathodes joined together and the 
anodes connected to the two pin terminals, along with the wires from the 
coil. As Murphy's Law would have it the wire that goes to the center of the 
coil winding is broken, and the "coil end" is nowhere in sight. The coil is 
not varnish impregnated or anything like that, but removing the ultra fine 
wire and re-winding would be a definate challenge. 


Thanks for the many good suggestions received, there's a junk box "ice cube" 
relay that should work. I've had previous problems with the relay, the 
contacts had to be cleaned a couple of times, and now this failure. Do 
Dow-Keys usually need a fair amount of maintenance?

I met both Pres Eckert and John Mauchley at the ENIAC trial in Minneapolis many 
years ago. The 

trial lasted 133 days and went into great detail about ENIAC in an attempt to 
break the patent. One of the more interesting (to me) parts was a discussion by 
Sir Edward Teller of the use of ENIAC in relation to the HBomb. There was 
reference to a classified document about the HBomb calculations. The paper was 
classified and redacted (all classified stff£f removed) It was enlightening to 
listen to Univac's attorney cross-exam Teller and the author of the paper about 
how it relatd to ENIAC, even though the attorney had not been allowed to read the 
full version of the paper becuse he was not cleared for Secret documents! 

I had a similar experience at a trial where all of the classified stuff had been 
removed from the documents and all that was left for me to read was: Q: [1/2 page 
blank] A:Yes or Q: [1/4 page blank] A:No [rest of page blank] or just plain 
blank pages. I was at the trial but was not allowed to sit in because I was not 
cleared for secret. I did get to testify, but did not answer one of the questions 
because my answer would have been classified.

Just when I thought I'd won the wrestling match with the DX-100B a new 
problem surfaced. With the meter selector on "driver" the meter would 
flicker all over the scale the instant the power switch was selected on. 
Step one was to pull the VFO, buffer, and driver tubes and try again, no 
change. Step two was to pull all the tubes and try again, no change, still 
flickering. 


The transmitter has been modified for a three wire cord with a fuse under 
the chassis so the chassis was pulled, the fuse removed and the power switch 
tried again. No power as expected but no meter movement either. Put the 
fuse was put back, then with the power switch removed from the front panel, 
(Which meant loosening the audio subchassis) each of the two white wires 
"downstream" of the switch unsoldered and then applied power through an 
external switch. There was no meter movement with either wire in the 
circuit - VP. (visible progress) The switch was taken out of the circuit 
and the wires that went to it temporarily soldered together. Ops normal, no 
meter ficker with power applied through the external switch. 


So the deduction is that power is leaking through the switch to ground or 
somewhere, and affecting the meter. Before trying a new switch has anyone 
encountered this? 


Several of the "new" switches in the junk box are ever so slightly larger 
than the chassis hole, ie don't fit without filing the hole bigger - metric 
problems and overseas production I suspect.

I have been working digital voice with an 
AOR 9000 on 40, Sundays morn around 7160 and other times and days 7285 +- Not 
many left on 40 though, most chasing DX up on 15/20 mtrs. 


Re your picts, can't be Ft Dietrick MD. Dietrick was the replacement com 

ctr for 5A910 in the pentagon, and had no radios. Transmitters were remoted at 
Woodbridge VA and Greencastle PA. Receivers were at LaPlatta MD. Pict are 

not to good here so can't see xmtrs, but someone said BC-339s which would be 
right for most any of 20 some sites. The 339s always had a BC-340 10 Kw water 
cooled beside them for the long distant ckts. Incidently we contracted most of 
the WW2 339s from Lionel Electric Train Co. We never bought any high power 
Collins stuff before 1949, was always Press Wireless units SSB stuff was WECo 
2 Kw xmtr D-156000 and LDR-1 receivers. First Collins SSB was AN/FRT-51 in 
1957 


>From what I can see of the sites the time could be anything from 1942 to 
1958. The 2 wire open feed lines are from that time, most replaced by big coax 
after the late fifties. The general construction looks like Asmara,Eritrea 


site, which we took over from the Italians about 41 or 42. The site was called 
Navy Main by them. The AB-216 towers with FRC-23(GE) ox WECo TDM mw antennas 
were at the site for comm with the coast at Mitsiwa. The rest look like poles 
for the Army A through G series rhombics that were used back then. What 

looks like the real giveaway for the site are the two British generators. Asmara 
was the only site with British units. Re the comments about the sites all the 
same, that was not true. Hawaii and Alaska were underground sites, full of 

water lots of times. England was in Attwell huts, first stuff in France was in 
52 £t semi vans, first site in Japan after the war was on island in the 

harbor etc.Good luck on finding out for sure. 73s Chuck W4MEW

I went, I saw, I didn't enjoy. 


Timmonium has always been one of my favorite hamfests. I remember in 

the past thousands of hams attending, Hundreds of ham selling in the 

flea market and real "Ham Companies" selling in the Exhibit Hall 

area. I remember liking it so much I stayed for both days - several times. 


Today it was different. Sure there were a good number of hams 
attending the somewhat smaller and relocated Outdoor Tailgating 
fleamarket area. The Large building past the livestock area where the 
Basic Indoor Tailgating was held, was really crowded and many hams 
were in there selling, but about half of the sellers in the building 
were selling things that were non-ham related, but they were 
appropriate at least. 


The big disappointment was the Main Exhibit area. Gone are Kenwood, 
Icom and other major companies who used to come. In their place were 
some of the smaller ham companies, such as West Mountain selling 
their power pole items. There were a couple of ham stores selling 
too. And we should thank them for coming. It was good someone 
responsible showed up with ham things to sell. 


In the place of the Icoms and Kenwoods was WBOW who had more space 
than any other company, (except the unsold space they filled with 
tables and chairs for dining.) WBOW seems to me to be owned or run 
by an ugly cross-dressing guy or a real ugly woman.
